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HARVARD STUDENTS ASTOUNDED.

The Committee on Athletlca Iu Favor of
Abelishing Intercolleginte Contests.

Boston, April 28, —Had!a bombshell been
exploded in Harvard Collego this morning it
would have cansed less consternation than
did the carefully prepared report of the sub.
committee of five of the Board of Overseers
to eonsider the subjeset of athletica at the
university.

It was well known among the students that
& majority of the Board weres opposed to
athlotic contests, but it was hardly antiei.
pated that so radical & reform was contem-
pinted as the tota condemnation of all inter-
colleginte contests, -

Such, however, is the fact, for a majority
of the committes has recommended 1o the
overseers & plau which, if earried out, will
demoralize |I:u sborting elemont 1n the nni.
versity nnd do ore to deerenso the nttend-
nuce at the institution than almwost any other
radical mensure ever dreamed of,

After n detuiled statement of the college
contests that have tulen place between Hur.
vard oand other institutions for the past
twenty years, the msjority of the committee,
conaisting of Moorfield Storey, 1. Jefferson
Coolidge, Henry W. Putimm mud  Franeis

Lowell, have reached the conclusion that
to remody the nxintinf evils it is nucessary to
prohibit all intercol ufmto coutests and to
pluce the sapervision of athletic exercises in
the nniver-ity itself, under the control of a
committee in which the Faculty shall have a
stronger influence, .

They therefore recommend the ndoption of
the following rules :

Yoted —Thst the fuculty be requested to prohibit
any undergradunte from taking purt in anv ath-
Jetle contest with the stadents of anv other college
or with any organtzation uot heluaging to the U'm-
versity during the college year,

Voted—=Tnat the existing committes on athletles
shoalil be inere«sed from Ove to seven by sdding
thereto ope wemoer of the facalty sl one under-
gradnate apd that this comnnities should be given
ihe catire supervi-lon and control of all athletic
excrcteen within the precincta of the universiy,
subject to the wuthority of the fuculry,

They also believo that eompetition between
the varions classes in the university is to be
commended and heartily encouraged,

H. O, Walecott dissents from the opinion of
the majority and submits a1 report which he
thinks will tend to promote a better feeling
in the athletic world of Harvard Coliege.
He does not ’lmn in recommending the
totnl wholition of all the intercollegiate con-
tests, but does advise that they be regulated
in the following mauner :

First—Thul the foriner lntercolleglate contests be
limited to Yale,und tuat nuiveraity to be alone per-
mitted to take purt {b them,

Hecond—That these contests take place only at
New Haven, Cambridge or such other New Eng-
land elty or town an the Athietls Committce may
from time to time designate.
